Gov. Jerry Brown signed the “Long 
Beach College Promise Act,” Monday, 
validating a higher education pledge 
signed by Cal State Long Beach Presi- 
dent F. King Alexander, Long Beach 
City College President Eloy Ortiz Oak- 
ley and Long Beach Unified School 
District Superintendent Christopher 
Steinhauser in 2008. 

The bill, SB 650, authorizes 
LBUSD to partner with the Long 
Beach Community College District 
(LBCCD) to provide “an. aligned 
sequence of rigorous high school 
coursework” that would put partici- 
pating students. on a track towards 
completing college coursework be- 
fore they graduate, according to a 
report in the Long Beach Post. 

The Long Beach College Promise 
offers educational benefits such as 


‘free tuition for one semester at LBCC, 


guaranteed college admission to 
CSULB, early and continued outreach 
from the fourth grade through college, 
and “various college pathways” based 
on personal situations and interests. 

In addition, the LBCCD Board of 
Trustees will be authorized to track 
and prioritize students in the program 
and give them benefits such as priority

city college.

Homme, a 23-year-old Ohio native, 
is the first deaf student to be admitted 
into Cal State Long Beach’s dance de- 
partment, according to Faith Fontan, 
Coordinator of the Deaf and Hearing 


Impaired Support Services. 

Homme moved to California at the 
age of 2 to attend the John Tracy Clin- - 
ic in Los Angeles, where she learned 
how to speak. She got a cochlear im- 
plant, a sophisticated electronic hear- 
ing device, at the age of 4 to help her 
hear spoken language. Since the age 
of 18, Homme has taught older sib- 
lings how to communicate with their - 
deaf siblings at the John Tracy Clinic 
every summer. 

“Interestingly, I find that Carissa is 
perhaps more musical in my [dance] 
technique classes than many of the 
students who are not hearing im- 
paired,” Lorin Johnson, assistant pro- 
fessor of dance said. 

She has a sign language interpreter.

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ASI recommends plastic bag ban, promotes ‘green’ campus 


The ban asks 49er 
Shops to stop 
distributing plastic 
bags to its customers.

Associated Students Inc. unani- 
mously voted Oct. 5 in support of ex- 
tending the Long Beach plastic bag ban 
to campus’ 49er Shops. ‘ 

The resolution proposed by senators 


Lizette Felix and Sagar Ramachandra 
would aim to cease the distribution of 
plastic bags with purchases from 49er 
Shops. 

However, according to Ramachan- 
dra, ASI has no jurisdiction over 49er 
Shops. Thus, the plastic bag ban voted 
by ASI would act as a recommendation 
to 49er Shops, rather than a require- 
ment. 

According to Felix, she and Ramach- 
andra discussed their resolution with 
the University Student Union and 49er 
Shops, and both agreed withthe notion 
of supporting a greener campus. 

“Another reason why we. wanted to 
write this resolution was we, meaning 
my fellow Sen. Sagar Ramachandra and 
I, wanted to promote the idea that stu- 


dents can make a green impact in their 
environment.” Felix said. “You don’t 
have to be in ASI to make changes in 
[Cal State Long Beach].” 

During ASI’s Wednesday Senate 
meeting, senators considered that com- 
muter students often rely on plastic 
bags distributed at shops to carry their 
purchases. The ban would encourage 
students to bring reusable bags from 
home, furthering the campus’ sustain- 
ability, Ramachandra said. 

“Things take time [to adjust] ... but it 
should do the trick,” he said. 

According to Ramachandra, 49er 
Shops Director Fred Neely is currently 
considering the financial costs of alter- 
natives to plastic,as well as prices for 
potential reusable bags. 


Ramachandra believes plastic bags 
are a waste ecologically and financially 
because most students use their back- 
pack any way. 

Senator Jorge Soriano argued that if 
bags are not distributed at 49er Shops, 
art students with more items and art 
supplies to carry than other students 
would be burdened. Senator Lucy Craig 
argued that art students should not rely 
on plastic bags in the first place. 

“Just bring bags from home,” she 
said. 

If 49er Shops turns to paper bags as 
an alternative to plastic, Ramachandra 
said he hopes the bags are of a similar 
quality to those at Trader Joe’s. 

“If you ever go into Trader Joe’s, 
they have really great paper bags, stur- 


dy, with handles,” he said. 

The city of Long Beach’s grocery 
stores stopped distributing bags Aug. 
1. According to Ramachandra, because 
CSULB is run by the state and not the 
city, it was not affected by the ordi- 
nance. 

Felix and Ramachandra; however, 
said that, by following the example of 
San Francisco State University, which 
also set a plastic bag ban, CSULB can 
move forward as a greener campus. 

He said the resolutions’ wording 
implies that 49er Shops have not.taken 
steps to become “green,” even though 
it’s making a green effort. 

ASI Senate will further discuss revi- 
sions to the plastic bags resolution dur- 
ing its second reading on Oct. 12. 
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“Many times my battery dies so | 
can’t hear the music,” Homme said.

Not willing to give up, Homme took 
academic classes along with more 
dance classes before attending the sec- 
ond audition. 

“IT was exhausted and starving, but 
I felt good,” she said. “I was surprised

when I got the acceptance letter from 
the dance department.” 

Homme is only five feet tall and 
maintains a rigorous diet while dancing 
five days a week. She tries to eat healthy 
but indulges every now and then. 

“Just orange juice with bread for 
breakfast ... maybe a sandwich for 


_ lunch ... but I love ice cream!” Homme 


said. “I’m learning how to cook and I 
eat asparagus wrapped in bacon.” 

From Monday through Friday, she 
juggles academic courses, dance class- 
es and rehearsals. 

Her future goal, since she was 5, is 
to become a professional ballet dancer 
or to start her own dance school for 
deaf kids. 

“T want to perform anywhere where I 
can get a job, like at Disneyland, dance 
companies or teaching dance classes,” 
Homme said. 

Homme is determined to follow 
her dance dreams, despite negative 
criticism. 

“My friend said, ‘You can’t dance 
because you can’t hear, but I said, 
‘What ‘are you, talking about? I can 
dance even without my cochlear 
!” she said. 

Homme will perform on Oct. 13; 14 
and 15 at the fall 2011 MFA Dance Con- 
cert: Slipping Between Here and There.

Unfortunately for fans, NBA lockdown won't be resolved anytime soon 


The NBA lockout has claimed its first victim, 
and it comes at the expense of the first two weeks 
of the upcoming basketball season. The news that 
broke Monday night was inevitable. Both sides — 
players and owners —— are nowhere near an-agree- 
ment. A lot of money is at stake for both sides, as 
well as the loyalty of the NBA fan base. 

The owners are fighting for the players to take 
a pay cut, and after the NBA lost $300 million 
last year and 22 of the 30 teams didn’t break even, 
it’s easy to see why. The owners want to make a 
significant cut to the players 57 percent shared 
revenue they had in the last deal, but the players 
won’t budge on anything less than 53 percent. 

If something isn’t. done soon, there is a good 
chance there won’t be an NBA season this year. 
Players will miss out on paychecks unless they 

' decide to play overseas, owners will miss out’on 
revenue from home games and television net- 
works like ESPN and TNT will miss out on the 
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money they make from broadcasting the games. 
Also, NBA fans will have to suffer through a year 
without professional basketball. 

The NBA lockout situation is a little differ- 
ent than the recent NFL lockout. Instead of the 
players demanding more from the owners like in 
the NFL, the NBA owners are demanding more 
from the players. Also, the players have much less 
leverage in the NBA lockout. 

This is because there isn’t 
a real threat to the owners if 
there isn’t a season. Missing 
a full season of basketball is 
more detrimental to the players rather than the 
owners. While the owners will lose exponentially 
more money compared to the players, once the — 
lockout is over they can make it back in the fol- 
lowing seasons. 

For the players, however, there are only so 
many years they can play the game before their 
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body begins to breakdown. This means the play- 
ers have a shorter amount of time to make their 
money. Missing one season, especially for the 


players in their prime, will cost them a lot of cash. 


Another reason why missing a season won’t 
hurt the owners is because they don’t have to 
worry about losing their fans. As much as fans 


say they won’t return after a lockout, they always 


do. It doesn’t even feel like 
the NFL was locked out this 
year. In most cases, fans are 
more eager to get back to the 
game because they’ve missed 
it so much. Once the lockout is over, the owners 
will still be able to fill stadium seats with their 
numerous fans 

If the players really wanted to stick it to the 
owners they should have went on strike during 
the middle of last season. The players knew the 
lockout was coming this off-season as many be- 
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gan saving their money before the season started. 
If they had gone on strike before the playoffs, all 
the money the owners had invested in the playoffs 
would have been for nothing. The owners would 
have lost out on a lot of revenue. 

As it looks right now, there is no end in sight 
for the NBA lockout. Both sides are not seeing 
eye to eye and neither are as‘eager as the NFL to 
have a season this year. 

With many players deciding to go to Europe to 
play, and some deciding to go on popular reality 
shows like Dancing with the Stars — namely Ron 
Artest — NBA fans will just have to wait to see 
the return of professional basketball. 

Once baseball season is over, there won’t be 
any sports on television during the week for a 
while. Except for hockey, which may be the only 
benefiter of the NBA lockout.

Dog days in 
the student 


art galleries 


The student art 
galleries feature an 
exhibit of dog photos.

A series of documentary photo- 
graphs are displayed at the Merlino 
student art gallery this week. Chen 
Carmi’s “Polipak” is composed of 64 
pictures of a pack of stray puppies liv- 
ing in an industrial area in her home 
country of Israel. 

Carmi, a Cal State Long Beach Mas- 
ters of Fine Arts program student, took 
a total of 723 photographs of stray pup- 
pies in an industrial habitat. She later 
narrowed it down to 64 photographs 
that she displayed in her showcase. 

“There are five puppies at the site, 
however, they are part of a larger pack 
that spread in the area,” Carmi said. “I 
estimate there are around 15 dogs. I took 
photos of the other dogs too, but eventu- 
ally I decided to focus on the young.” 

The project took Carmi two weeks 
to collect all the photos of the dogs, 
who only came out of their shelter late 
in the afternoon when the harsh sum- 
mer sun began to simmer. She had 
about two hours, daily to take pictures 
of the dogs. 

Visitors of the art galleries are in- 
vited to switch the pictures on an old 
fashion slide projector in the dark of 
the gallery, with only natural light 


shining through the door. The full- 
colored pictures were projected against 
the wall, accompanied by the sounds 
of dogs barking coming from a small 
radio. The audio that is featured in the 
gallery is natural sound collected in 
Israel after the photographs had been 
collected. 3 

“T was already in the United States,” 
Carmi Said. “I asked my brother Yoav,.to 
visit the dogs again with better record- 
ing equipment. So some of the barking 
you hear was really toward him.” 

There isn’t much in the gallery to 
distract the.viewer from the action 
and emotion in the documentary pho- 
tographs. The stray puppies are shown 
playing with one another, running, ly- 
ing down and, at one point, even bark- 
ing at the camera. 

Each dog has its own identity in the 
photograph, even though there was a 
lot of repetition in the selected photos. 
The puppies appear scared of humans, 
but curious about them at the same 
time. They seem to forget that they are 
being observed and go about their day. 

“While working on the site, I tried 
to capture the sense of movement, the 
chaos, and the scattered dusty run of

the puppies,” Carmi said. “In order to__ 
reflect on these happenings, I decided 
to base the project more on amount of 
images, repetition and similarities, and 
less on singular, breathtaking images.” 
Carmi’s fascination with dogs is 
evident in her project displayed in the 
gallery. The photographs have such 
compelling emotions. They draw the 


’ audience in and invite people to keep 


switching to the next picture. 

“Lately, I came up with a really sim- 
ple answer for what motivates: me to 
photograph,” Carmi said. “The answer 
is: I take photos of things that break my 


“heart.” 


The pictures of the stray puppies 
draw attention from visitors of the gal- 
lery because of how different it is from 


the other collections in the galleries. ~

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Healthier LBSU lineup 
looks to capitalize 


Women’s volleyball 
team hopes to gain 
traction in Big West 
with potential wins 
this weekend.

Little by little, the Long Beach State 
women’s volleyball team is putting its 
injured and ailing parts back togéther 
as it heads into two crucial Big West 
Conference contests this weekend. 

LBSU (10-6, 4-2 Big West Confer- 
ence) will host UC Davis (18-3, 4-2 Big 
West) on Friday and the University of 
the Pacific (12-7, 3-3 Big West) on Sat- 
urday. Both matches are scheduled for a 
7 p.m. start at the Walter Pyramid. 

The 49ers are tied for second place 
with Davis in. the Big West standings 
and are just a half game behind leader 
UC Santa Barbara. Pacific is in fifth 
place in the nine-team conference. 

Meanwhile, freshman outside hit- 
ter Alma Serna is practicing this week 
for the first time all season after deal- 
ing with a calf injury. Although she has 
been starting in LBSU’s matches, head 
coach Brian Gimmillaro stressed the 
importance of having her practice with 


the squad. 

“Having Alma back (in practice) is a 
big deal,” Gimmillaro said. 

Serna is second on the team with 77 
blocks and fifth in kills with 81. 

The ‘Niners welcomed co-captain 


_ Caitlin Ledoux back to action last week 


after she missed six contests due to 
stress. fractures in her right shin. The 
senior outside hitter led the Beach to a 
four-set victory against Cal State Ful- 
lerton on Saturday as she racked up 17 
kills and 11 digs on .324 hitting. 

The only setback facing the team 
this week is a sprained ankle sustained 
by junior outside hitter Janisa Johnson 
against the Titans last Saturday. Gim- 
millaro- said Johnson’s jumping will 
be limited in practice, but she will not 
miss any action this weekend. 

Johnson leads the ‘Niners with 189 
kills and is second in digs with 223. 

Gimmillaro said although Ledoux’s 
practice time will be limited, she will 


be a full participant in the weekend’s - 


matches. 

“She (Ledoux) will get enough 
touches during the week to be fine,” 
Gimmillaro said. “You can always 
work on-other parts. This is a very im- 
portant week.” 

The Davis attack is anchored by ju- 
nior outside hitter Allison Whitson who 
leads the Big West with 287 kills on 
.191 hitting. :

Although LBSU and Davis lead the 
Big West with identical .282 team hit- 
ting percentages, the Beach should have 
the edge. The ‘Niners have allowed the 
lowest percentage in. the conference, 
with their opponents hitting just .149. 

LBSU has never lost to Davis, post- 
ing a 13-0 record against the Aggies 


Sedlak is second in the Big West, hit-** since they moved to Division I. How- 


ever, the Aggies came close to toppling 
the 49ers last season in a five-setter. 
When The Beach faces Pacific, it 
will look to contain Gabby Cowden, 
who has compiled a Big West leading 
.342 hitting percentage on the season. 
The Beach leads the all-time series 
with the Tigers, 35-26. LBSU has won 
three straight matches after sweeping 
both contests against them last season. 


After Saturday’s win against Ful- 
lerton, Gimmillaro stressed the impor- 
tance of the team picking up its speed, 
which is an area that still needs to be 
worked on this weekend. 

“Some of our lineups are faster than 
others,” Gimmillaro said. “The offense 
we run has a lot to do with who is out 
there. The more time we have in the 
gym the better we will be.” 
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
